It matters not where 
I am while I am over here, my address 
to those in the Slates should be Manila 
and all mall should be addressed to me 
at Manila. 

Calumpit Is a small straggling vll* 
lage an 1 a station on the Manila A Da- 
gu pan railroad. This road is the ooly 
line In the whole Uhlllppean Archi- 
pelago and though only 08 miles In 
length it takes just«,000of Uncle Sam’s 
boys to guard her. This road is at pres- 
ent doing a rushing business for the 
government, also carrying hundreds of 
passengers daily. Calumpit is 46 kil- 
ometers (31 miles! north of Manila and 
besides being od the railroad, is on tbe 
Ulo Grande river. We are qua-tered 
in a large stone building, formerly 
used as a sugar refinery. The building 
sits on the bank of the river In the 
apex formed bv the railroad and the

We have lost one man since we came 
here with malaria. I am just recover- 
ing from a spell of the disease dow, I 
never had aoything to get me down 
before like it did. My head, back, limbs 
and stomach I thought would almost 
kill me. I got through and feel none 
tbe worse off except I am still weak and 
oervoue. One's blood over here Is very 
thin and It seems almost impossible to 
heal tbe smallest sore. 

We are now in the second brigade, 
second division, Grant s brigade and 
McArthur's division. A sergeant and 
two privates detached from this com- 
pany are with the 2nd division scouts. 
Maccabebe is near here. It is here 
where the famous Maccabebe scouts 
come from. Five companies of these 
scouts were here when we came, but 
left the next day ou a special train for 
a big ••hike" through the mountains. 
They have been of great service to our 
army and they show no mercy on the 
Filipinos. They have a bitter hatred 
for them any way. Uncle Sam issues 
them shoes, but they scamper through 
the jungles, over p. cclplces.over moun- 
tains and into battles barefooted, with 
their rolls and shoes .wiuging over their 
backs. When they take a town they 
put on their shoes and brush up and 
show the Filipino senorilas what a 
Maccabebe dude is. 

I am now company clerk and have 
been ever since we came up here. I 
don't think I will throw up tbe clerk- 
ship again, but hold it if I can, as I get 
out of all drills, guards, fatigue duty 
ett. In fact 1 dou’t have to answer 
I even roll call. 

As it is nearly lime for the mail train 
I will have-to bring my letter to a 
close. Success to the I. J. and readers.
